Comments /notes on tonight’s mission and this interpretation: 

Fire growth was mapped in places along the western and southern edges of the fire. In the southwest corner of the fire, the 

perimeter has moved more than 1/3 a mile with a finger of perimeter growth and intense heat extending to within 1/10th a 

mile of McGuire Lake. Intense heat was also mapped in the western portion of Section 28 on a steep slope west of point 

8434. Another pocket of intense heat was mapped along an unnamed drainage in the north of section 21 to the east of 

Roaring Creek. Scattered heat was mapped in the upper Roaring creek drainage, and isolated heat was found throughout the 

fire area.    

One potential heat source (45° 9' 10.87" N 114° 36' 12.00" W) was mapped approximately 3.5 miles south of the fire 

adjacent to Shoban Lake. Given this location, this may be a recreational (camping) fire.   
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
